Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

I  have  had  considerable  success;  in  ferreting  out  ray 
Canadian  ancestry  since  I  last  wrote  to  you  in  Nov, 
1969. 

I  believe  that  I  have  also  discovered  that  I  have 
U.  E,  L.  ancestry  as  I  am  descended  from  Joseph 
Purdy  of  the  Township  of  Hamilton,  District  of  New- 
castle.  His  daughter,  Elizabeth  Purdy,  married 
John  McEvers.   In  turn,  the  grandaughter  of  Joseph 
Purdy,  Elizabeth  McEvers,  married  my  ancestor, 
Stephen  Jaynes. 

The  land  petition  P8/r50  dated  6  March,  1807  states 
that  Joseph  Purdy  joined  British  Standard  in  America 
during  the  American  war  and  sierved  as  guide  and  pilot 
in  His  Majesty's  Service  until  taken  prisoner.   Purdy 
moved  from  New  York  to  Ontario  in  1797, 

Joseph  Purdy  is  also  referred  to  in  Land  Petition  P7/4 
dated  York  19  November,  1802.   His  daughter,  Betsey 
McEvers,  also  requested  land  as  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
Purdy,  a  U,  E.  L.  in  an  entry  in  the  Upper  Canada  Land 
Book  G,  page  467,  dated  22  February,  1808. 

I  also  intend  to  investigate  other  possible  U,  E,  L, 
connections  through  two  other  women  who  married  into 
the  Jaynes  family:   Henzibah  Ridout,  who  married 
John  Jayne;  and  Hannah  Perry,  who  married  Oliver 
Ja  yne  s . 

I  would  appreciate  any  observations  which  you  would 
care  to  offer  regarding  the  authenticity  of  my  claim 
to  IT.  E.  L.  relationship  through  any  of  the  three 
mentioned.
